Sets  Speech 
For  Thursday 

Art  Buck  w aid,  colum  nist. 
known  nationwide  for  his  satire 
and  entertaining  humor  will  ad- 
dress the  BYU  forum  assembly 
Thursday  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
at  10  a.m. 

MR.  BUCKVVALD  began  his 
journalistic  career  as  editor  of 
Ills  company  newspaper  in  1942 
when  he  was  a Marine  stationed 
in  the  Pacific. 

At  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  where  he  enrolled 
after  completing  the  service, 
Buchwald  was  managing  editor 
of  the  college  humor  magazine 
and  columnist  for  the  school 
newspaper. 

THE  SPEAKER  left  college  be- 
fore graduation  and  went  to  Paris 
for  14  years.  In  1949  he  began  an 
expose  of  the  offbeat  side  of  Pari- 
sian night  life  for  the  European 
edition  of  the  New  York  Herald- 
Tribune.  His  column,  “Europe’s 
Lighter  Side,”  was  syndicated  in 
America  by  1952. 

Besides  having  columns  syndi- 
cated in  more  than  180  news- 
papers, Buchwald  is  the  author 
of  several  books  including  “How 
Much  is  That  in  Dollars?”  and 
‘Is  It  Safe  to  Drink  the  Water?”

The 
work  consists  of  an  introduction, 
a first  thematic  section,  a second 
thematic  section,  and  a recapitul- 
ation in  which  the  relationships 
between  the  two  sections  is  clari- 
fied. 

The  instrumentation  includes 
two  instruments  rather  unusual 
for  a concert  band;  the  contra- 
bassoon  and  the  contrabass  clar- 
inet. In  style  it  is  dissonant, 
rhythmic,  non-tonal  and  non- 
repetitive,  according  to  Dr.  Brad- 
shaw. Member  of  the  Internation- 
al Webern  Society  and  Pi  Kappa 
Lamda,  Dr.  Bradshaw  received 
the  Ph.D.  in  musical  arts  at  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

THE  WOODWIND  QUINTET

Superiority  Of  Women  Discussed 
In  Montagu’s  ‘Controversial’  Book

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  the 
second  in  a series  of  reviews  of  the 
works  of  Ashley  Montagu.  Montagu 
is  scheduled  to  lecture  to  seven 
meetings  on  the  BYU  campus.  The 
following  book  review  by  Dean  Le- 
ona Holbrook  reflects  the  feminine 
viewpoint  on  Mr.  Montagu's  con- 
troversial book  The  Natural  Super- 
iority of  Women.

In  l.he  business  world  which 
may  be  a man’s  world  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  buy  a copy  of  Ashley  Mon- 
tagu’s book;  Tiie  Natural  Super- 
iority of  Women.  No  bookstore 
in  Provo  or  Salt  Lake  City  re- 
sponded to  a request  for  the  vol- 
ume, “Oh,  no,  we  don’t  carry  that. 
We  didn’t  stock  it  right  after  it 
came  out.  It  was  so  controversial, 
you  know.’’ 

In  the  academic  atmosphere  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  Ash- 
ley Montagu,  the  author  of  The 
Natural  Superiority  of  Women  is 
invited  by  the  Academic  Emphas- 
is Committee  to  be  a two  day 
visitor  and  a speaker  at  seven 
scheduled  meetings. 

ASHLEY  MONTAGU  in  the 
book  The  Natural  SujHjriority  of 
Women  makes  an  exposition  of 
fact,  acknowledging  the  stren- 
gths of  both  men  and  women  for 
“we  must  acquire  a sense  of  val- 
ues that  will  enhance  the  appreci- 
ation of  the  sexes  for  each  other.” 

Montagu  charges  men  with  an 
obligation  to  conduct  themselves 
with  intelligence  and  responsibi- 
lity in  the  recognition  of  all  hu- 
mans on  the  basis  of  their  real 
worth.  This  theme  is  logically  re- 
peated and  supported  again  and 
again  in  Montagu’s  other  titles. 

These  other  titles  suggest  the 
background  of  reasoning  in  Mon- 
tagu’s depth  of  interest  and  in  his 
comprehension  of  human  conduct. 
On  Being  Human,  Education  and 
Human  llelatioius,  The  Biosoeial 
Nature  of  Man,  and  Man’s  Most 
Dangerous  Mytli  (.the  fallacy  of 
race  superiority),  are  develop- 
ments of  the  theme  of  human 
worth  and  human  responsibility, 
with  the  recognition  of  the  worth, 
the  needs  and  the  rights  of  others 
in  this  world  society. 

MONTAGU  DEFINES  “super- 
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iority”  for  the  sake  of  his  pre- 
sentation and  develops  the  dis- 
cussion of  superiority  on  the 
basis  of  social  and  biological  cap- 
acity for  survival.  He  proposes 
the  idea  that  women  have  a love 
for  the  human  race  and  that  men, 
on  the  whole,  present  a hositility 
to  it. 

Dr.  Montagu  proposes  that  for 
women  to  make  their  individual 
contributions  and  for  men  to 
make  theirs  will  be  an  ennobling 
expression  and  a freedom-gaining 
experience  for  both  men  and  wo- 
men,  “for  it  women  have  been 
the  slaves  of  men,  men  have  been 
the  slaves  of  their  own  prejud- 
ices.” 

Men  are  not  like  women,  nor 
women  like  men  in  all  traits,  yet 
many  men  are  like  many  women 
and  many  women  are  like  many 
men  in  many  traits.  Women  who 
have  been  discouraged  by  lack  of 
opportunity  must  have  their 
chance  for  their  own  sakes  and 
for  society’s  sake,  to  make  their 
full  contribution. 

WOMEN  WHO  CONTRIBUTE 
are  not  competing,  but  are  add- 
ing to  the  total  human  good,  in 
the  same  way  as  does  a man  who 
adds  to  the  total  human  good. 
“Men,”  says  Ashley  Montagu 
should  “learn  from  women  how 
to  be  more  lovin.g  and  coopera- 
tive” or  “they  will  go  on  making 
the  kind  of  mess  of  the  world 
they  have  so  effectively  achieved 
thus  far.” 

Montagu  discusses  with  some 
factual  detail  the  specifics  of 
car  driving,  intelligence,  and  ac- 
counting for  money;  he  develops 
•with  some  genuine  feeling 
generality  the  themes  of  creativ- 
ity, genius,  and  human  feeling- 
all  as  they  apply  to  women.  The 
presentations  are  both  complete 
and  compact  and  need  to  be  read 
in  full  to  be  best  understood. 
Thus  the  reader  may  gain  the 
persuasion  that  Montagu  has  in 
his  volume.

cials hope  may  show  whether  life 
could  exist  on  Mars. 

Mariner  4’s  rocket  has  enough 
fuel  ior  two  brief  firings  if 
necessary  and,  presurnably,  so 
does  the  Russian  Zond  2.  Their 
Zond  1,  fired  unsuccessfully  at 
■Venus,  made  two  mid-course  cor- 
rections. 

Not  enough  is  known  about  the 
Russian  probe  to  determine 
whether  it  can  overtake  Mariner 
4,  but  laboratory  officials  say  it 
could  have  been  rigged  to  do  so  if 
speed  were  a primary  goal.  ‘‘It 
depends  on  whether  the  Soviets 
are  attempting  to  minimize  the 
flight  time  or  maximize  the  pay- 
load,”  said  one.

And  it  did  not 
rule  out  other  measures,  includ- 
ing air  strikes  against  North 
Vietnamese  supply  routes  and 
personnel  in  Laos’  mountainous 
jungles. 

The  'White  House  issued  a 400- 
word  statement  following  a 21 
hour  meeting  between  Johnson 
and  his  top  advisors,  including: 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk, 
Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S. 
McNamara;  John  McCone,  Di- 
rector of  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency;  and  Gen.  Earle  G. 
Wheeler,  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Staff. 

JOHNSON  AGAIN  stated  that 
it  is  basic  U.S.  Policy  to  provide 
‘‘All  possible  and  useful  assist- 
ance to  the  South  Vietnamese 
people  and  government  in  their 
struggle  to  defeat  the  externally 
supported  insurgency  and  ag- 
gression being  conducted  against 
them.” 

In  more  forceful  terms  than 
any  used  heretofore,  the  White 
House  statement  focused  on  what 
it  termed  ‘‘The  accumulating 
evidence  of  continuing  and  in- 
creased North  Vietnamese  sup- 
port of  the  Viet  Cong  and  of 
North  Vietnamese  forces  in,  and 
passing  through,  the  territory  of 
Laos  in  violation  of  the  Geneva 
Accords  of  19S2.”  The  Accords 
brought  about  the  neutralization 
of  Laos.
